The most vuluuble service that 
cun be had front an Angora goat 
on a farm is in clearing brush 
land. There is nothing that kills 
brush and trees quicker than the 
coiistaut nibbling away of the ten¬ 
der leaves and bark which consti¬ 
tute the best food for goats, altho' 
they will eat any class of food that 
ts fed to domestic aniutuls. There 
is no reason iu the world why tht* 
Angora venison should not bo con¬ 
sidered as dainty a meat as that 
of the d*-er. If the health of the 
animal is a criterion as to the pu¬ 
rity of the meat, there is no meat 
as pure as that of the Angora goat.
